REPULSED 


HE United States Ist Army made further advances in heavy 
fighting yesterday north of Aachen. 


After three German counter-attacks had been repulsed, the 
Americans widened their.Siegfried Line penetrations and 
crossed the River Wurm with armoured forces. 


The penetration in the area of Ubach is on a very substantial 
front, and is at least three miles wide. 


Tank and infantry concentrations are now being built up in 
preparation for an offensive towards the Rhine in the 
areas of Cologne and Dusseldorf. 


Sertorius, military correspondent of the German Overseas News 
Service, stated last night:—“ There is little doubt that 
the British and Americans will make an all-out attempt 
to overwhelm or crash through the German front this 


month.”

8£ millimetre guns for direct fire 
against General Hodges’ infantry-

Truce at Dunkirk: 


Civilians Leave 


STREAM of civilians is now 
IA leaving besieged Dunkirk 
under a 60 hours’ truce begun 
at 6 o’clock on Tuesday night. 

The Germans were given 12 
hours in which to clear the road 
leading out of the port. 

By 6 p.m. to-day it is esti- 
mated that 20,000 people will 
have left. For 12 hours after 
that the Germans will be allowed 
to restore the mines and demoli- 
tions which block the road.

Germans from their pill-boxes, fox- 
holes and fortified houses. 

Three times the Germans counter- 
attacked before noon yesterday, 
but each time concentrated infantry 
and artillery fire broke up the 
thrusts with no loss of ground. 

Driven back towards the Rhine, 
the Germans were even shelling 
their own towns in an effort to halt 
the Americans. Ubach was shelled 
heavily during the night. 

The Germans also turned their 
heaviest artillery barrage since the 
invasion against bridges over the 
River Wurm, in an effort to 
paralyse the flow of troops and 
supplies. fi 

After the three counter-attacks, 
which started at 4 a.m, at Merstein- 


Hofstadt and followed at hour in- 
tervals at Ubach and Palenburg, 
General Hodges’s heavy artillery 
opened up with a fierce curtain of 
fire as dive-bombers blasted Ger- 
man positions. 

Then followed a new American 
drive forward. A terrific battle is 
raging in the woods across the 
Wurm from this village. Occa- 
sionaly shells crash into Rimbérg, 
whose twelfth century castle, 
damaged by both American and 
German shells, was captured by the 
Americans after room-t0-room 
fighting. ' 

Crossing the Wurm, General 
Hodges’s tank drive penetrated 
slightly more than two miles into 
Germany proper. The breach in 
the defences is now three and a 
half miles wide. 

The American forces knocked out 
12 tanks, and the Germans are 
rushing up more tanks and guns to 
meet the growing threat. 

Once across the Wurm River and 
through the West Wall breach, the 
Allied tanks deployed to give the 
infantry support and help clear the 
path to the Rhine. 

This breach. in the West Wall 
seven miles north of besieged 
Aachen now extends roughly from 
Frelinburg, which is south of 
Geilenkirchen, down to  Finken- 
rath.

Nightmare Battle for Fort 


On the 3rd Army front General 
Patton's troops clung to the bitterly- 
won surface positions of Fort 


Driant last night against opposition 


of rising violence as the Germans 
battled desperately to retain this 
main bastion before Metz. 

After the Americans stormed 
across the moat to the gun-studded 
fortress, the Germans began throw- 
ing everything possible at them. 
Disappearing machine-guns sprayed 
deadly fire from trap-doors, and 
German “ bazookas,” from hidden 
tunnels, knocked out some Ameri- 
can tanks from behind. 

The hilly fort is like a rabbit 
warren, with countless tunnels, and, 
the Americans, hugging the ground, 
could shear the Germans moving 
about below them, 

Throughout the day the fighting 


was hidden by enormous clouds of 


cream smoke from - phosphorous 
and smoke-bombs laid down to 
cloak Allied movements. 


Crude oil has been poured into 
some sections of the fort and 
ignited. Elsewhere the Americans, 


armed with flame-throwers, are 

burning the Germans out. 

The Germans came out. of their 
tunnels in the darkness early yester- 
day and made a number of counter- 
attacks. They opened up at almost 
point-blank range with machine- 
guns and all types of small arms 
they possess. In some places hand- 
to-hand clashes occurred. But the 
Germans failed to push Patton’s 
men from the sides of the fort, and. 
at sunrise, withdrew to their 
tunnels. 

The British 2nd Army is consoli- 
dating and gaining strength between 
the Waal and the Lek Rivers. 

British, Canadian . and Polish 
troops continue their advance north- 
east of Antwerp. Polish troops who 
have driven a considerable distance 
into Holland to capture the town 
of Baarle Nassau have breached 
fortifications which the Germans 
were preparing as a defensive line. 
As a result, it appears that the 
Germans will now be unable to

“GREATEST TEST NEAR

DE: GOEBBELS during the last 

few days has visited Field- 
Marsifal Model’s. headg 
the threatened western areas 0 
the Reich, and conferred with 
the responsible gauleiters in de- 
tail about the questions of the 
total war effort, said German 
radio last night, quoted by 


Reuter. . 

Addressing the population of the 
Rhineland, Goebbels said:— 

“The next weeks will demand of 
you the supreme contribution 
to the struggle for our national 
destiny. Many a fearful eye is 
now looking to the west, which 
will face its greatest -test in the 
next days and weeks.” 

In a speech to thousands of 
workers at an industrial plant, to 
which some had just returned from 
digging work at the front, 
Goebbels said:— 

“ Now that the enemy has reached 
the frontiers of the Reich, he has 
come to the costly realisation that 
it is one thing to capture Paris and 
Bucharest, but another to get 
Koenigsberg or Cologne. Until now 
our armies have fought on foreign 
or hostile soil, but now every soldier 
knows that to yield means the 
sacrifice of German soil. 

“The enemy must be prepared to 
find a fanatical population at the 
front and in his rear which will 
harass him without a pause. They 
will tie down any successes he may 


score. 

“The Allies have launched a 
general assault of tremendous power 
at our frontier to gain a quick and 
cheap victory. Even ten days ago 
it was clear from the enemy press 
that the Anglo-Americans intended 


: Jo.conguer by. October and to end-} 


the war in Europe before the winter. 

“The enemy is in a hurry for 
many reasons. Roosevelt ‘would 
like to enter the presidential election 
contest with a victory in Europe. 
Churchill, too, cannot afford to lose 
time. 

“ We must still expect very heavy 
burdens, but there. will be no pro- 
menade into the Reich or just a 
little shooting to end the war. 

“Certain unsayoury symptoms 
in the most critical days of the 

German retreat from France can- 

not be denied. It is a fact that 

the rear establishments failed to 
live up fully to the demands of 
those days. ' 

“But I have seen with my own 
eyes in the West that not only' is 
morale absolutely unshaken, our 
troops are truly possessed of fight- 
ing courage. 

“The people’s Grenadier Divi- 
sions, now being raised, will very 
soon make an extensive contribu- 
tion to the establishment of a 
strong German Western defence.”

Ready 


Preparations for the waging of 
partisan warfare in occupied parts of 
Germany already appear to be far 
advanced, according to a leading 
article in Himmler’s paper, the 
Schwarze Korps, quoted last night 
by the German News Agency. 

“They are already beginning to 
take shape in the Aachen area,” 
the agency asserted. 

“The Germans in the rear of 
the enemy front will fight better 
than the Russian or Yugo-Slav 
guerrillas ever did. 

“From our own experiences in 
Russia, the Balkans, in Belgium, 
France and even in Italy, we know 
that an occupied country is not a 
contented country, and that 
occupied land can belong to occupa- 
tion Powers only in the ‘parts 
covered by their superiority in 
weapons.

British Trade 


Unions in Eire 


Legislation dealing with the 
operations of British Trade Unions 
in Eire is visualised by Mr. William 
O’Brien, General Secretary of the 
Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, in a letter which 
he has sent to certain engineering 
unions. He invited the unions to 
appoint representativés to attend a 
conference, under his chairmanship, 


{for the purpose of exploring the 


possibility of forming a _ united 
union. The letter states:— 

“I have no doubt your members 
will have noticed the reference to 
the position of the British Trade 
Unions in this country in the 
recently issued report of the 
Commission on Vocational Organisa- 
tion and the recommendation that 


} these unions should not be permitted 


to operate here. Very many who 
have considered the anomalous 
eer created by the British 

rade Unions since 1922 were 
convinced that conditions would 
make it impossible for them to 
continue here, and that it was only 
a question of time when a change 
would be made. 

“It may now be assumed that 
legislation will soon be introduced 
to give effect to the recommendation 
of the Commission and that step 
will have serious consequences for 
the Irish Trade Unions, One 
question that is bound to arise is 
whether existing Irish Unions are 
in a position to cater satisfactorily 
for those now in British Unions, or 
whether new unions will require to 
be formed. Any Irish Unions 
concerned will need to be in a 
position to stand a searching test 
as to membership, finance, and 
control, before being considered 
entitled to object to the formation 
of a new union. I gravely fear that 
some of the Irish Unions would not 
be able to put up a strong case. 

“That is my excuse for address- 
ing this letter to the two Irish En- 
gineering Unions, in the hope that 
steps might be taken to, close. the 
ranks, in order to be in a position 
to claim, in the event of the British 
Engineering Union ceasing . to 
operate here, that it would not be 
necessary to form a new engineer- 
ing union to cater for the members 
of the Amalgamated Engineering 
Union, as there existed here a 
union able and willing to cater for 
all _ engineering workers in the 
country. 

“The changes. likely to be made 
in the near future present a reason 
and an opportunity for putting our 

in order.”
